He says we bave no use for temup bere, aud that they 
are wasting their time in dic.ipation when they ought 
to be at work in the country. By way of showing how 
useful they are im rurai cisiricts, he says :—" I ca!- 
culate that about five young sparrows inhabit every 
nest, Also that cach family requires at the least 259 
caterpillars a day to kcey, boty and soul togetber. As 
the feeding period Insts some thicty daye, it does so at 
expese of about 7,600 caterpillars. Now, these cater- 
pillars live entirely upon buds and Icaves, and on an 
average everyone of them destroys one bud a day at 
the vory lowcost computation. Thercfcre it is fair to 
assume that if they bad been ailowed to continue their 
careers of destruction they would have devoured some 
225,000 buds during that pericd alone. Then, assum- 
ing that oue ovt of every seven of theac buds would 
have yielded fruit, we find that one family uf sparrowa 
alone has saved at least 20,000 pears, apples, plums, 
etc. etc.” After these figures J ibink 
CountryMAN had better come and fetch the London 
sparrows uway. They cau’t do that sort of thing up 
here, But he wouldn't want to take them if he knew 
how the sight of a little chirping bind can cheer a 
weary Londoner.
